Fitxaimmona* Account of the Battle 


of July 3—Schley's Standing Before 


the Tribunal Fixed by the Depart­ 


ment Placing Him on “Active Duty." 


Washington. Oct. 18.—'The presen­ 
tation of Admiral Schley's side of th« 
controversy was continued before the 
Schley court of 
inquiry, eight wit 
gasees being examin'd. Of these five 
were ensigns and the entire eight had 
served on board *ne Brooklyn with 
Admiral (then Commodore! Schley. 
The first of the day s witnesses was 
Lieutenant Charles Webster, who con­ 
fined his testimony. 
He was followed 
by Lieutenant Commander T. D. Grif­ 
fin. who had charge of the powder 
division on the Brooklyn during the 
fight off Santiago, and he was sue 
needed by Ensigns C. A. Abete, John 
lialigsn, Jr.. Ulysses 8. Mscy, James 
M. Hand and Kalph N. Marble. 
The 
last witness of the day was Medical 
Director Paul Pit satin mens, who was 
thief surgeon of the flying squadron. 
While Ensign ilaligan was on the 
stand Mr. flayner sought to bring out 
information as to the American ships 
In sight at the beginning of the battle 
of July 3, but Judge Advocate Lemly 
objected on the ground that the ques­ 
tion was intended to show the absence 
of the New York and the interrogatory 
was withdrawn. Ensign Marble stated 
that he had heard Captain Bigsbee 
tell Commodore Schley when he came 
aboard the Brooklyn on May 28 that 
the Spaniards were not nt Santiago. 
There has been some Inquiry as to 
Admiral Schley's standing in the navy 
Since he was placed on the retired list 
because of age. but it appears that ail 
questions on this point have been set­ 
tled by the department having as­ 
signed the admiral to "active duty" 
at the court of Inquiry while it is In 
progress. 
This action was taken to 
prevent any question as to the effect 
the admiral's retirement would have 
on tbs action of the court. 
Lieutenant Commander Wehater. on 
being recalled, said that he had seen 
signal lights at night on the shore 
while lying off Santiago 
fin redirect 
examination Mr. Rayner asked Lieu­ 
tenant Webster concerning the bear­ 
ing of the Iowa and the Texas on the 
morning of July 3, u s beginning of 
the battle. 
Witness said they bore 
abaft the starboard beam of the Brook 
lyit. the Texas being to the right of 
the lows. 
The Brooklyn was headed 
north or north-northwest. 
Tbs Cienfiiegos Campaign. 
Lieutenant Commander 
Griffin do- 
scribed tbe Clenfuegos campaign, say­ 
ing that the distance of the blockad­ 
ing line there varied from three to 
seven mllea, being farther 
out 
at 
night, On the voyage to Santiago he 
said the weather was “heavy" and 
that there was a “short, choppy sea." 
lie also said that the heavy sea had 
impeded the fleet 
by delaying tbe 
smaller vessels, especially the Ragle 
At Santiago the blockading Hna was 
n mile or two closer in at night than 
during the day, and on May 29 the 
fleet stood out two or three miles 
There were picket boats inside the 
line, but he did not see them 
The witness also stated that tbe 
commodore preferred to coal at sea 
rather than go to Guantanamo, as he 
wished to remain on the station until 
the Spanish ships came out. On July 
3 the witness was In charge of the 
powder division and so saw little of 
the fight. 
From what he saw of Com 
mod ore Schley he should say he was 
remarkably cool and was perfectly 
natural in manner and bearing 
Ensign Abele. who was a cadet on 
the Brooklyn, said there was a h* avy 
surf at Clenfuegos while the flying 
squadron lay off that place and tha! 
when the start was made toward H-in­

In describing the battle of July 3 
the witness said that he had charge
